The careless ease with which they saw their 
verbal protests disregarded by the First 
ward alfermen—John J. Coughlin and Mich, 
nel Kenna—both angered them and inspired 
them with the determination to show that 
they could act as well as talk. So they pre- 
pared to find ways of making the ball un- 
profitable and therefore impossible. 

All Agree on One Thing. 

Some of those who are opposing the ball 
objected to the attire of the women who at- 
tend it, others to the character of the dancers, 
and still others to the quantities of alcoholic 
beverages that are to be obtained there. 
But they all agreed that if the flow of drinks 
could be reversed, leaving the Coliseum high 
and dry, the First ward ball would be no 
more. If the promoters of the ball, they ar- 
gued, could get no special bar permit there 
would be no further need for opposition te it. 

So civic organizations, ministers, and re- 
formers will bring all their energy to bear to 
prevent the granting of the necessary bar 
permit. A series of letters already have 
been sent to Mayor Busse, Chief Shippy, and 
every alderman ;by the Northwestern 
Deanery, which includes every Episcopal 
church in Chicago, amd more are promised.

Recovering of the skeletons of H. D. Dveret

End of Noted “Romance.” 

The divorce suit which she js about to bring 
marks the end of one of the most interesting 
‘ romances” of modern American life, a 
romance in this sense meaning a mar- 
riage where the girl defies the wishes of her 
parents. Ruth Bryan was a self~witled, 
beautiful, brillant, and foolish girl of 17. An 
artist named Leavitt came.to Lincoln to paint 
her father’s portrait. He was twice her age, 
but good looking, clever, and with a slap- 
dash way with him that fascinated the im- 
agination of the schoolgirl and she an- 
nounced her determination to marry him. 

Mr. Bryan warned his daughter against the 
marriage and did all he could to prevent it. 
So did Mr. Bryan, but Ruth was too selt- 
willed. to permit interference. She had to 
wait for her eighteenth birthday, because her 
father and mother had legal contro} of her 
up to that time, but on that birthday she was 
married. 


Mother Absent at Wedding. 

Mrs. Bryan absented herself from the cere- 
mony. Mr. Bryan attended the wedding, 
though every guest marked on his face 
the grief it cost him. Then fll starred mar- 
ried life began. Leavitt had no money, 
but that defect the Bryans might have 
remedied but for the ineradicable defects of 
his temperament.

Trustees Grant $30,000 Piece of Work 
to Lowest Bidder Despite Objections 
of Dwight H. Perkins. 


A suggestion of a contractors’ scandal in 
tHe awarding of contracts for the new Carl 
Schurz High school in Irving Park was 
smoothed over by the buildings and grounds 
committee yesterday afternoon, but not be- 
fore the feelings of School Architect Dwight 
H. Perkins had been considerably rumpled, 
His rec ndation in the matter was po- 
litely but firmly deposited in the waste 
basket.

COLLEGE CRITICISM OF THE PUB- 
LIC SCHOOLS. 


The resentment expressed at a meeting 
of the school management committee of 
the school board at the criticism of the 


Lake High school by the North Oentral 


Association of Colleges seems not well 
advised. It is not “impertinent” to m- 
vestigate conditions in the public schools 


im order to ascertain whether they are 


preparing pupils for entrance to the 
higher stages of what ought to be a 
egherent educational system. The school 
beard should welcome, not resent, such 
codperation. 

It is Supt. Cooley ‘who raises the really 
important point against this investigation, 
though it is not necessarily a fatal objec- 
tion, as he would probably concede. 
Supt, Cooley belleves that the influence 
of the colleges is shaping the work of the 
high school to the disadvantage of nime- 
tentha of thelr pupils who do not go to 
college. 

This is, of course, at once 4 criticism 
of the colleges, of the secondary schools, 
and, broadly speaking, of our whole sys- 
tem of education, which ought to be more 
closely articulated and perhaps remod- 
eled in some very essential respects from 
its lowest course to its highest. 

There is no doubt, however, that our 
elementary schools and, in less degree, 
our secondary, or high schools, need criti- 
ciam rather from the poimt of view of 
the primary needs of those who make up 
the Bulk of their pupils and who are to 
leave school at the end of the elementary 
or of the secondary course than from the 
point of view of the collegiate educator. 

But reasonable supervision, or investi- 
gation and criticism from the colleges, if 
it is intelligent, should prove helpful to 
both the critics and the criticised, bring- 
ing their common needs and aims into 
relief and assisting+ to accomplish that 
large unity which our whole educational 
aystem should display. 


AMERICAN DIVORCES. 


The statistics compiled by the census 
bureau show that the increase in di- 
vorces is considerably greater than that 
in population. Out of every twelve mar- 
riages one ends in the divorce courts. 
Though one great church sets ite face 
resdlutely against divorce for any reason, 
though other churches condemn it except 
in extreme cases, and although men who 
believe that the stability of society is 
menséed by easy disregard of the mar- 
riage tie deplore it, the percentage of 
those who seek relief from bonds that for 


| seme feason gall them is increasing. 


The ease with which a divorce can be 
obtaitied in the United States as com- 
pared with other countries has much to 
do with the matter. It ie not because 
there is mote wedded bliss in New York 
than. in IHinois that the divorce rate per 
100,000 of population is 28 in one state 
and 100 in the other. It is because New 
Yorke gtants divorees for adultery only, 
while here the causes ate manifold. New 
Yorkers who are bent on divorce but can- 
not get disnnited at home go elsewhere. 

Another cause for the high ratio of 
Ameriean divorces may be found in the 
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Dngland a commission turns out a min-

Spain’s 
history ie rubricated in blood, while Paris 
has kept up the family traditions daring- 
ly into the full glare of the twentieth 
century. Under a bourgeois republic wol- 
itics wears the cloak of conspiracy a6 to 
the manner born, uses the vial as subtly, 
wields the dagger as remorselessly. The 
silken tress leads aa of old to the aiken 
cord tight drawn and deadly; the soft 
voice hides the cold beart, the bright eye 
dazzles to betray. 

In America a sight draft disclosed 
brings down the powerful, and high ambi- 
tion dies by a paragrapher’s thrust. In

Although ennobled by several 
of the German sovereigns, including the king 
of Prussia, he never made use of the aristo- 
cratic predicate of von,“ being infinitely 
more proud of being the chief of one of the 
old patrician families of the former free and 
independent city of Frankfort. His mansion 
in Frankfort was the favorite rendesvous 
of the plenipotentiaries when the delegates 
of the various sovereigns of Germany were 
wont to hold their sessions there, and the 
Prussian plenipotentiary Von Bismarck, who 
afterwards became chancellor, Was a partic- 
ularly favorite guest. 
— 


Old Emperor William often visited the 
Metzlers at Frankfort, and to the end of his 
days showed marked good will to the daugh- 
ter of the house—namely: Countess Tatten- 
bach. The latter was the principal woman 
of the colony of diplomats assembled at 
Algeciras two or three years ago for the 
international congress on Morocco, and it 
wae in her salone that all the diplomats 
used to congregate and that many differences 
were arranged. Indeed, by her charm of 
manner she went far to atone for the opin- 


jonated, cantankerous character of her hus- 


band, who was perpetually treading on 
everybody's toes. 

In fact, the French expert on Moorish af- 
faire at the congress, M. Revoll, who is now 
the ambassador of his country at Madrid 
was not far wrong when, having deen asked 
by her towards the end of the congress to 
write something in her autograph book ag 
a mementé, he, recalling the fact that her 
Christian name was Constance, wrote the 
following lines above his name: 

Le mot d'ordre de la conférance 
Bat Constance. 

Which may be roughly rendered as The 

keynote of the conference is Conetance.”

Tune Princess Reuss, who passed through 
New York last week in such hot haste to 
Florida, bound for Havana, to the sick bed 
of her son, 4 Neutenant of the Ger- 
man navy, is a daughter of the late Duke 
William of Mecklenburg-Schwerin and of his 
wife, Princess Alexandrine of Prussia. The 
latter was to all intents and purposes the 
adopted daughter of the childless King Fred- 
erick William IV. and of Queen Elizabeth 
of Prussia, who took her to live with them 
and brought her up as their own offspring 
after the sensational divorce of her parents. 
Her father was the late Prince Albert of 
Prussia, who in 1840 seéured a dissolution 
of his union\4o Princess Marianne of the 
Netherlands and married , morganatically 
one of the maids of honor at the eourt of 
Berlin, Mile. von Rauch, who was created 
countess von Hohenau, becoming by her the 
father of the Gen. Count William Hohenau 
who was turned out of the German army 
the other day by the kaiser. 

Queen Elizabeth of Prussia was such an 
exceedinly pious and puritanical woman 
that the utmost amazement was caused 
when she gave her consent to the marriage 
of her niece and ward, Princess Alexan- 
drine, to the drunken end dissolute Duke 
William of Meéklenburg-Schwerin, who on 
two oocasions had been ved of his com- 
mand in the Prussian army on account of his 
conduct and who was the black sheep of his 
family, He had previously made an offer 
of marri to the celebrated ballerina 
Maria Tagllone, who treated the mere sug- 
gestion of any union with a man of hischar- 
acter as an insuk, marrying afterwards 
Prince Josef Windisehgraets, with whom she 
lived most happily at Vienna. The duke 
managed, though with difficulty, to secure 
an unimportant command in the army on 
the outbreak of the war with Fran¢e, and 
was badly injured through the explosion at 
the French stronghold of Leon. Until his 
death the duchess made her home with him 
at the Bellevue palace at Berlin, where their 
daughter, the incess Reuss, now at Ha- 
vana, spent all her girlhood,

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WHALEBONE MARKET CORNERED. 
{From the Boston Herald.) 

A million dollars worth of whalebone, 
practically all the whalebone in the world, 
Will in a few weeks be stored in the ware- 
houses of William Lewis & Son, in Rodman 
street, New Bedford. 

This fortune in whalebone is controlled 
by one man, Edgar R. Lewis, and if the 
whalebone manufacturers of the world want 
any of it they will have to come up to the 
captein's office.and settle, for on top of the 
fact that for a year over 150,000 pounds of 
the bone has been on hand in this city with 
hardly a transaction, comes the announce- 
ment to the whalebone manufacturers that 
practically all the whaling merchants have 
agreed not to send their steamers to the 
Arctic ocean next year. 

This wilt allow the present large stock of 
whalebone to be worked off, and the whaling 
grounds will get a rest. 

It would not be surprising to see whale- 
bone merchants offering as high as $6 or $7 
a pound for the stock now on band in the 
storehouses in this city. 


Art ia Tree Preservation. 

Art in the preservation of trees has a 
splendid exemplar in the case of an oak on 
the grounds of Longfellow park, near Min- 
nehaha falls. 

In the park arrangement R. F. Jones came 
across a majestic oak which he desired to 
preserve, The sound part of the tree was 
more than three feet in diameter, but bur- 
rowing insects had in the early life of the 
tree worked to such an extent as to leave a 
large hollow extending to the heart. 

The ordinary procedure in such cases is to 
fil) the cavity with plaster or concrete, but 
this did not appeal to the artistic sensibility 
of Mr. Jones. He took careful measure- 
ments of the cavity and engaged a sculptor 
to produce an artistic filler for the blemish. 
Following the Indian traditions, the sculptor 
modeled a large Indian head in low relief

This 
volume Glustrated) ie devoted to The 
Youth of Mirabeau.“ In an exceptionally 
gracious preface Prof. Filing tells us that it 
was at the centenary of the revolution that 
he conceived the writing of these volumes. 
Through the nineteen years since that time 
he has labored in their preparation, making 
prolonged investigations in France and other 
countries. This preface takes us in an agree- 
able way into the author's experiences and 
methods. 

The introductory chapter takes up The 
Struggle Against Arbitrary Government in 
France,” and stress is laid upon forces that 
have generally received slight if any men- 
tion in histories of the French revolution. 

Arguments are brought forward to prove 
that the greatest subverting influences in 
the overthrow of the old régime were, after 
all, not opinions and theories, as is usually 


held, but practical interests. Or, in the au- 


thore own words, These ideas did not 
originate with Rousseau. The philosophers 
were not the authors of the revolution; on 
the contrary, they but gave expression to 
‘an already existing public opinion. The 
whole nation was in conspiracy against the 
government.” . 

This study of Mrabeau is cumulative. 
Hereditary influences, defective education, 
family feude. and misundersteandings, ex- 
travagances—all the social environment that 
was destined to shape the life of Mirabeau, 
the great orator, the leader in the nationa 
assembly, are taken up cumulatively. He 
was born into the party of opposition to 
arbitrary power, although his father four 
times employed lettres de cachet against 
him. More than a quarter of the volume 18 
devoted to his ancestors and father, a popu- 
lar man devoured by ambition and one of the. 
Economists.”’ 

If ever there was a remarkable young no- 
bleman Mirabeau was that one. If ever a 
youth was misunderstood, even hated, by 
a conecientious father, “The Friend of 
Man young Mirabeau was that youth. If 
these dreadful childhoods were not matter 
of common recom in more than one 
biography of great Frenchmen this particu- 
lar record would seem incredible. It is 
tragically pitiful that a child of genius should 
be so misunderstood and bruised in spirit, 
but our admiration of the final emergence 
is perhaps strengthened by knowing of such 
sufferings.
